of Prosperity 

Further evidence of the fine crop 
Yields which are general this year in | 
northern Alberta was brought into | 
the Bulletin offices Monday morning | 
by O. H. Sollied and J. Pennington, 
farmers of the Cherhill district which 
is 70 miles northwest of the city by 
road, Samples of the grain grown in 


and alfalfa. 


The staple flour grain, wheat, is of | 


the Garnet variety which farmers | 
find best suited to the soil in this | 
part of the province. The grain 


stands four feet in height, and shows | 
a fine firm head, Mr. Sollied, from 
whose farm the samples were taken, 
states that this wheat was sown on 
May 25, 25 acres being put in | 

Rye, some of the heads of which 
boast all of six inches, was sown last 
fall and came through the dry sea- 
sons with exceptionally good growth 
which attained a standing of six feet 

Victory oats, a popular brand of 
grain in the Cherhill vicinity, show 
well-filled heads and the sample | 
presented for inspection measured | 
easily six feet. This grain was sown | 
by Mr. Sollied on May 10 at which | 
time 25 acres were planted, | 

The Cherhill locality is well suited | 


to the growing of alfalfa if the 
samples shown are any criterion of 
general growing conditions there. | 


Planted ten years ago with the Grimm | 
variety, the bundle brought to the} 
four feet in 
height | 

Both Sollied and Pennington were | 
firm in their statements that these 
samples are indicative of the general 
yield in the Meadowview district, 
which is eight miles north of Cherhill 
on the Pembina river. Mr. Sollied 
said that the crops in that locality | 
are the finest for several years and 
he has been there since 1911. The 
grain on Mr. Pennington's land is in | 
equally good shape. He has been in| 
the west since 1903 | 

The Cherhill locality, according to

Appointment of the Board of Trus 
jtees for Alberta under the Canteen 
Funds Act, 1925. to administer and} 


of Soldiers’ Children Act has been 
made by His Honor Lieutenant Gover- 
| nor Dr, William Egbert 

The Board ts under the chairman- 
ship of Col W. G Macfarlane | 

In connection with the appointment 
His Honor has drawn up regulations 
for the admin'stration of the Act 
which provide that the Board shall 
interpret the terms and provisions of 
the Act in accordance with tts spirit 
and true intent. Decisions of the 
Board shall be final and conclusive 
and there shall be no appeal there- 
from 

Every sold er's child applying for as- 
sistance under the Act nnd every per- 
son applying on behalf of a child 
| shall be required to execute such 
forms and to supply such information 
as the Board shall require to facilitate 
the establishment of their claims 

The Board is empowered to estimate 
the merit and degree of urgency of 
| sases in the various groups of applica- 
tions and to determine assistance in 
}order of priority which seems most 
| fitting to the true need. The Roard 
| also empowered to fix the rate and 
}amount of all payments made, yet 
| nevertheless avoiding any disparity 
between similar cases tn similar 
| groups 

Education facilities which the Roard 
may authorize shall include academic 
courses up to obtaining the standing 
required for entrance to the University 
of Alberta or for a second class teach- 
ters diploma technical, agricultural
